Father Reinert pointed out that 
each individual is a member of 
three societies—the family, the 
state and the church, The family 
and state exist to help the citizen 
to achieve worldly aims, while the 
church aids him to attain spiritual 
happiness, he said. 

Cites Need for Co-operation. 

“Thus, citizen and believer are 
blended into one personality,“ 
Father Reinert said. “The church 
and state, though independent, 
still must be willing to work to- 
gether to help the individual attain 
the objectives and purposes of 
both societies of which he is a 
member. 

Many people today are drawing 
the false conclusion that it is 
against the spirit of our Constitu- 


operate with, or to show any in- 
terest in the religious develop- 
ment of its citizens.” 


Critics of released-time pro- 
grams argue that the state must 
prevent the influence of religion 
in education because it tends to 
restrict democratic unity, Father 
Reinert said. Since courts have 
recognized it is the duty of par- 
ents to educate their children, the 
critics, to be consistent, must per- 
mit the state to dictate what can 
or cannot be taught, he said. 


Oppesite Stand Taken. 


Taking an opposite stand, Ernest 
O. Melby, dean of the School of 
Education at New York Universi- 
ty, said released time for religious 
education cannot possibly provide 


training. 

Such programs break up the 
continuity of ¢lassroom work, “re- 
mind pupils of their differences 
from one another and frustrate 
teachers in building an education- 
al program in ethical and Moral 
values,” he asserted. 


“Released time is unsound edu- 
cationally and is hopelessly inade- 
quate makeshift,” Melby said, He 
asserted ethical principles could 
be better developed by “making 
democracy work.”

Education could make the differ- 
ence, could hold off disaster long 
enough to replenish the earth’s 
forces.” 

Pictures Population Gaing. 

He told how the population of 
the world has multiplied five times 
in the last 350 years and doubled 
in the last 100 years. “We are 
caught in an unbridled increase 
of population, with a great in- 
crease in the number of stomachs 
drawing on the good earth for 
nourishment,” he said. 

“While this increase is taking 
place we are steadily exploiting, 
wasting and depleting the earth’s 
capacity to feed its population. We 
are permitting the continuance of 
erosion, wasting our resources of 
moisture and using our forests | 
faster than they can be replaced. 

“We are using our technologi- 
cal skill, the greatest in the world, 
to multiply the rate of use of nat- 
ural resources because we have 
been led to believe we can feed 
the world, and we would commit 
suicide if we did.” 

Goslin is now superintendent of 
schools at Pasadena, Calif. 

Criticizes Intelligence Tests. 

Intelligence tests fail to measure 
the real mental ability of children 
from lower economic and social 
groups, Prof. Allison Davis of the 
University of Chicago charged in 
an address last night. 

“One of the six most costly 
sources of human waste in the 
United States,” he asserted, “is 
our failure to develop fully the 
‘potential mental ability of the 60 
per cent of our pupils who come 
from lower socio-economic groups.” 

Recent research indicates that 
many slum children, who do poor- 
ly in school and on present intelli- 
gence tests, have higher real or 
native intelligence than many 
children from high-income families 
whose home training enables them 
to do well on school types of 
. NE he said. 

another paper yesterday, 
Prot. J. Cronbach of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois reported the 
Rohrschach “ink-blot” test may be 
used to find out what makes a 
good scientist. 

He gave the test to 75 candidates 
for the degree of doctor of philos- 
ophy in education at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago.

East St. Louisans who like their 
politics straight will face a con- 
fusing choice when they go to vote 
in the township elections April 5. 
A chief supervisor, seven assistant 
supervisors, five Justices of the 
Peace and five constables will be 
chosen in the balloting. 

A “half-and-half” slate of can- 
didates—half of them Democrats 
and half Republicans—was filed 
today with the Board of Election 
Commissioners by an o tion 
calling itself the “People’s Inde- 
pendent Party.” Composed of in- 
dependents of both parties, it will 
have the support of Dan McGlynn, 
Republican leader, and will oppose 
a slate entered by Leo Dougherty, 
Democratic boss and State Central 
Committeeman. 

The rivalry will be something 
new in township elections. In 
times past McGlynn, who works 
both sides of the political street 
in local elections, got together 
with Democratic leaders to form 
“coalition” or “harmony” slates, 
entered as a sure thing against 
upstart independents. 

In the November elections the 
McGlynn machine suffered a se- 
vere defeat, as did other Republi- 
can organizations throughout the 
state, and Dougherty, long a Mc- 
Glynn subaltern in the bipartisan 
City Hall machine, emerged as a 
boss in his own right. Now, em- 
boldened. by the lopsided election 
results, he has broken away com- 
pletely, and entered a slate of his 
own choice in the township elec- 
tions.

He 
furthermore says that such governments 
are just and that it is the right and duty 
of all men to maintain them. Thomas 
Jefferson and his associates conclude 
with an appeal to the Supreme Judge of 
the world, and in the name of the good 
people of the colonies solemnly declare, 
etc, Last, with a firm reliance on Di- 
vine Providence they mutually pledge to 
each other their lives, fortunes and sa- 
cred honor. 

The names God, Creator, Supreme 
Judge and Divine Providence are spelled 
with capital letters. They show that 
Thomas Jefferson believed in the clos- 
est co-operation of religion and govern- 
ment short of religious monopoly of any 
one church. 

Our government has existed contin- 
uously in some lawful form from the 
signing of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence to the present moment. The Dec- 
laration of Independence is a religious 
as well as a political document and it 
is certainly a part of the law and tradi- 
tion of our government. 

Let us keep the name of Thomas Jef- 
ferson clear from the taint of atheism. 


As you say in your editorial, no part 
of government aid to education should 
go to sectarian religious schools. On the 
other hand, if this $300,000,000 is to be 
used by the Federal Government in over- 
all atheist instruction, and the United 
States Supreme Court seems willing that 
it shall be, then public education and the 
nation would be better off without it.

These lights would go on instantane- 
ously, allowing people to file out in an 
orderly manner. 

When lights go out, as has happened 
many, mariy times, panic occurs in the 
first second of darkness; likewise if 
someone yells fire. 3 

Whether theaters have four or 10-foot 
aisles, in total darkness a catastrophe 
occurs. 

Several years ago I operated a picture 
show, and had this horrible experience, 
and I haven't forgotten it. 

Thousands of emergency lights were 
used during the war, and are still in 
ase in our Navy and Army theaters. 

Lights, not aisies, are the answer.

For One Fighting Machine 


It is not enough to bring three rivals to one 
table, in the mind of the Hoover commission, if 
services is to be 
achieved. Real control must be vested in the 


Secretary of Defense if security and economy 


are to be insured. The heads of the Army, Navy 
and Air Force must not be free to ignore him. 
Furthermore, the Joint Chiefs of Staff must be 
more than a debating club in which each serv- 
ice pushes its own claims, and which produces, 
at best, a compromise. 

There have been enough signs of the waste 
and extravagance of which the commission com- 
plains to persuade almost everybody, except per- 
haps a few Generals and Admirals. There can 
be no question about the need for a strong mili- 
tary establishment so long as the world is in its 
present shape. But when that establishment 
costs 15 billions a year, more than a third of the 
total national budget, the taxpayer ought to be 
sure that he is getting what is necessary, and 
not what the rival services deem desirable to en- 
hance their prestige. 

Secretary Forrestal, the commission points 
out, is not even represented at meetings of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, the nerve center of the 
defense set-up. This leaves the way open for 
the militarism of which “throughout its history 
the United States has been fearful.” 


It is too bad that the commission does not fol- 
low this logic to its ultimate conclusion. It does 
recommend that the authority of the Secretary 
of Defense be enhanced, and that of the civilian 
heads of the three services reduced. But the 
majority is unwilling to go farther toward solv- 
ing the problem of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
than recommending that they have a responsible 
chairman. Here the minority, headed by Sec- 
retary of State Acheson, has the better of the 
argument. It urges the appointment of a Chief 
of Staff, a six-star man who would outrank all 
other officers and who would be responsible to 


the Secretary instead of being a representative 


of any one of the services. 


Gen. Eisenhower is convinced that the United 
States needs such a Chief of Staff. So is for- 
mer Secretary of War Patterson. Also former 
Under Secretary McCloy. He belittles the idea 
that such a chief might become “a man on 
horseback.” After all, he would be appointed 
by a civilian President, approved by a civilian 
Senate, and work under a civilian Secretary of 
Defense, and his chief task would be to make a 
military program fit civilian needs. 


The Congress, we: believe, ought not only to 
heed the majority of the Hoover commission and 
strengthen the hand of the civilian Secretary of 
Defense, but it ought also to give him the strong 
prop of a Chief of Staff with authority over 
Army, Navy and Air Force. They must be com- 
ponent parts of one integrated fighting machine. 
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Spring on the Riverfront 

Spring will soon be here again. With it will 
come thoughts of gardening, especially of pretty- 
ing up drab spots with a tree or a shrub, a bed 
of flowers or a stretch of grass. 

One of the more drab spots in St. Louis just 
now certainly is the downtown riverfront. Some 
day there may be a gleaming arch, museums and 
restaurants as proposed in the Jefferson Expan- 
sion Memorial Association’s prize plan. But 
those attractions are not likely to go up this year 
—or next. Meanwhile, there is the cleared area, 
lying above the levee like a scar. 

It is hard to think of another public area more 
in need of prettying up. Why not go to work on 
it? The city’s park department could plant 
trees, shrubs, grass and even flowers at a rela- 
tively slight expense. Most of the trees could be 
planted to conform to the Memorial plan. Then 
they would not have to be chopped down later. 
Instead, they would be all the more stately by 
the time work begins. Meanwhile, St. Louis 
would have an attractive, inexpensive and enjoy- 
able park. 
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Easy Way to a Headache 


In suggesting that the Government allow peo- 
ple more time to pay for things they have 
bought on the installment plan, the National Re- 
tail Credit Association may believe that it is 
doing the public a favor. The contrary is true. 

The association suggests that it would be 
easier for persons of average income to supply 
themselves with necessities if they were permit- 


ted to pay for the new car in 24 months instead 


of 18. Smaller down payments, it suggests, also 
would ease their lot. The 20 per cent down re- 
quirement on furniture, radios, television sets, 
refrigerators, washing machines and the like, it 
hints, might well be cut to 15 per cent. 

The Federal Reserve Board is said to have this 
matter under consideration, so the statement of 
the Credit Association looks like a bit of a push. 
Well, the board ought to get a nudge in the 
other direction. And it is a wonder that it did 
not come from the credit men. After all, they 
are interested in getting accounts paid up. And 
easy terms are not always the best way to ” 
that done. 

They may make it easier for people to buy 
groceries. But they also make it easier to put 
down a first.payment on yet another gadget, and 
another and another. Before some people real- 
ize it, they are committed to so many easy pay- 
ments that all of them are hard. So they begin 
to skip them. Then the bankers and the eco- 
nomic trend-spotters begin to talk about over- 
expansion of credit. They draw alarming charts. 
And what’s worse, the decline in business bears 
out the charts. 

Time payments can be a big help, for example, 
to a young family fitting out a house. They can 
also be a big help to a salesman in meeting his 
quotas. But they can, in rather short order, lead 
to headaches. 
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a Use of Labor’s Muscles 


Everything was apparently set to railroad the 
loan lobby’s interest rate bill through the Com- 
merce Committee of the Missouri House. The 
committee was prepared to approve the 27 per 
cent Cruce-Snyder bill and to bury the more 
moderate Roos bills. An unexpected hazard has 
risen, however, and given the committee at least 
a momentary pause. 

The hazard was painted witi frankness by.a 
witness, Secretary James A. Davis of the Mis- 
souri CIO Council. “It’s up to you Democrats,” 
Davis warned the committee majority. “If you 
saddle a 27 per cent interest rate on the people, 
there are going to be a lot of new faces around 
here two years from now, just as there are this 
session. 

Those are fighting words, but all legislators 
know tHat labor played a big part in the election 
of last Nov. 2 that turned Republican majorities 


to eye. Some may object to the sight of labor 
flexing its political museles as boldly as Davis 
has done, but rarely indeed were they flexed in 
so worthy a cause and against an opponent that 
so richly deserved a beating. 
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Men With Tough J she 


Men and women with jobs just about as hard 
as any in the country these days are meeting in 
St. Louis. They are called on to do more and 
more with relatively less and less. And they 
are called on to do it in a field of vital impor- 
tance to the whole idea of self-government. We 
refer to the ladies and gentlemen attending the 
conference of the American Association of School 
Administrators. 

As a result of high pay in the war industries 
and the subsequent inflation in living costs fol- 
lowing the removal of wartime controls, thou- 
sands of teachers went into other lines of work. 
In the war years, Chattanogga, for example, lost 
41 per cent of its public school teachers. 

This depletion of the teaching ranks has had 
two types of consequences. One has been to 
bring in substandard teachers, some 125,000 of 
whom have obtained posts. The other has been 
to close up schools and leave children without 
public school educational facilities. Recent sta- 


‘tastics showed 45,000 Arkansas children, or 14 


per cent, with no school to attend. 

This, however, is only half the school problem. 
The other half is the fact that the wartime boom 
in population is putting heavy demands on the 
schools to do more than they have ever done 


before. A half million more children will enter 


school this year than entered four years ago. 
This figure will increase, so Prof. John K. 
Norton of Columbia University said at the asso- 
ciation’s press conference, until the schools are 
handling an increase between 5,000,000 and 10,- 
000,000. 

Federal aid, as proposed in Senate Bill 246, 
will help. It will help especially in raising edu- 
cational standards in states which now spend a 
larger proportion of their budgets on public edu- 
cation and still are not able to provide the 
school facilities equal to those of wealthier states 
which spend less proportionately on education. 
Every level of school support, city, consolidated 
school district and state, however, must join in 
a common attack on this vast national problem. 

The New York Times’ education editor, Dr. 
Benjamin Fine, has made a first-hand clinical 
study of public schools on a natiagal scale and 
he comes to the conclusion that in many places 
“Our Children Are Cheated.” Even so, as he 
says, the public schools “are still our greatest 
asset.” Democracy cannot neglect the schools 
without imperiling itself from within. 
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Fine Job of Shining 


The sun was back from Florida, Arizona, Cali- 
fornia and other parts yesterday, and did a su- 
perb job of shining.

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As to Zone Fares 

Should a bus rider from Overland to down- 
town St. Louis pay more than a rider from Grand 
boulevard? St. Louis officials and the Missouri 
Public Service Commission think perhaps he 
should. The commission has invited the Public 
Service Co. to study the possibility of zone fares 
and report back in June, when the experimental 
period with last week’s minor fare adjustments 
expires. 

The city’s idea, no doubt, is that zone fares 
would work against decentralization into the 
suburbs. The commission’s idea is to charge the 
rider in proportion to the amount of service he 
gets. The same motives have led to zone-fare 
experiments in other cities. Their experience 
is pertinent, but no two cities are alike, so St. 
Louis cannot safely import a ready-made an- 
swer. 

There are merits in the city’s and the com- 
mission’s views, but zone fares are two-edged 
swords. A premium fare might cause a few 
county people to move into the city but it would 
also cause more people to commute in their own 
cars, adding to the city’s costly traffic con- 
gestion. And it might encourage, rather than 
deter, the migration of stores and factories to 
the suburbs. 

It is true that today’s 10-mile rider gets a 
better bargain than a one-mile rider but what 
happens when a premium fare begins to drive 
10-mile riders away? Overhebd costs and the 
amount of service in this industry cannot be re- 
duced as rapidly as a decline in patronage. It 
might be, therefore, that premium fares for 
long rides would not lower the fares on short 
rides but would actually require raising them. 
This is one of the main reasons that there has 
always been a strong presumption for a system- 
wide uniform fare that disregards differences in 
distance, 

This presumption could perhaps be overturned 
in St. Louis. Certainly the question should be 
explored. The purpose of these remarks is not 
to condemn zone fares without a hearing, but to 
urge caution in considering a course that is be- 
set with hazards. 
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For a Miner's Protector 

Oddly enough, the one Illinois job on which 
publicity beat at the time of the Centralia mine 
disaster is still open after the Stevenson Ad- 
ministration has been in office two months. We 
refer to the Director of Mines and Minerals. 

This is because the Governor’s choice died in 
office and the Acting Director, Prof. Harold 
L. Walker of the University of Illinois, has been 
asked to devote himself in large part to finding 
the best possible successor. 

The very first consideration should be to ob- 
tain a director whose chief concern will be the 
safety and welfare of those who work in the 
mines and mineral industries. There are other 
considerations,to be sure, but none so neglected 
in the past as this one. The record of directors 
named as representatives of the operators con- 
tains such entries as the utterly needless loss of 
111 lives at Centralia. Miners have good reason 
to believe that some one should be chosen from 
their side for a change. 

Gov. Stevenson has said that his two chief 
desires for the mining in Illinois are that mine 
inspection shall be put under civil service and 
that obsolete safety laws shall be modernized.

Appealing to the railroads to drop their pending request for 
a 7 per cent boost, citizens’ group argues that they are already 
getting a fair profit; fears that freight bills, already up three billion 
dollars a year since mid-1946, will stifle business and agriculture. 


A Statement by Americans for Democratic Action 


In the public interest and in the intexest 
of the railroads, we urge the withdrawal! of 
the railroads’ request for a further in- 
crease of 7 per cent in freight rates, hear- 
ings upon which are scheduled before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission tc lay. 


Since June 30, 1946, the commission has 
granted six successive general freight rate 
increases, adding to 
the nation’s annual 
freight bill approxi- 
mately $2,900,000,000. 
The average level of 
freight rates has in- 
creased 52 per cent, 
with increases on 
some commodities 
much greater. 

The railroads in 
seeking these addi- 
tional increased rates 
are forging a policy 
which is doing irreparable harm to the 
national economy: 


Senetor Humphrey 


1. By forcing an increase in the price 
level at a time when public demand and 
the economic trends are toward a sound 
price readjustment. 


2. An increase in the price level» will 
cause a reduction in business activities, with 
consequent adverse effect upon all, includ- 
ing the railroads. 


Chain Reaction on Prices 


3. A slowdown in business will produce 
increased unemployment in all fields of ac- 
tivity, including the railroads. 


4. Transportation rates are so important 
in the national economy that another gen- 
eral increase will set up a chain reaction 
of higher prices that may well end in eco- 
nomic disaster. 


The time is long overdue when railroad 
management should turn to a more con- 
structive program in the public interest 
and in its own interest. Such a program, 
which would contribute toward the contin- 
uation of our economic prosperity, requires 
that the railroads should discontinue the 
traditional procedure of offsetting increased 
costs by the device of rate increases rath- 


er than by adopting modern methods and 


improving efficiency. 


Management, laying greater emphasis on 
efficient and economical practices, can, if 
necessary, maintain the railroads’ net rev- 
enue position, prevent diversion of traffic 
which may never be regained, and contrib- 
ute rather than retard the fullest devel- 
opment of our national resources. 


“Umbrella Over the Inefficient” 


The effort of railroad management to 
force the American people to hold an um- 
brella over the inefficient as well as the 
efficient railroad by paying constantly in- 
creasing freight rates can lead only to dis- 
aster for private enterprise in the trans- 
portation industry. - 

On the basis of the railroads’ own figure 


for 1948 without adjustment, they earned a 
return of 4.38 per cent. The net income

for 1948, com 
income of. 0 for 1947. These high 
1948 earnings do not give effect to the

6 per cent emergency increase granted on 
Dec. 29, 1948, nor do they give full effect 
to greater increases effective May 6, 1948. 


It is obvious if the carriers themselves 
admit earnings of 4.38 per cent that their 
true earnings are considerably higher. 


Current economic conditions do not jus- 
tify further increases. The concern of the 
National Government over the extremely 
high freight rates and their adverse effect 
upon the national economy was appropri- 
ately emphasized by the Department of 
Agriculture. The petition emphasized that 
the large increases in transportation charges 
increase prices and restrict the marketing 
of agricultural] and other products, decrease 
the income .and purchasing power of the 
farmers and force diversion of increasing 
amounts of traffic from railroads to other 
forms of transportation. 


Warning by the ICC 


That, the railroads themselves should rec- 
ognize the relationship to our national econ- 
omy was indicated by the ICC itself in its 
annual report for 1948: “Rate increases 
may be carried to the point where they are 
self-defeating. Viewed from a broader 
standpoint, continuing and large advances 
in rates Work changes in the national econ- 
omy which, on the whole, should be avoid- 
ed where possible.” 


There are no large items of increased 
costs facing the railroads which cannot be 
more than adequately taken care of out of 
current earnings. The extremely high 1948 
earnings do not give effect to either the 6 
per cent freight rate increase authorized 
Dec. 29 or to earlier increases which were 
not in effect during the full year. The last 
wage increases affecting the railroads, ac- 
cording to their own estimates, woulé 
amount to in the neighborhood of 3375, 
000,000, but giving effect to tax savings the 
cost to them would be only $250,000,000. 


Wage Increases Already Met 


It is clear that the higher freight rates = 


already authorized would more than offset 
this added cost. Further proof of this fact 
may be noted by the fact that their No- 
vember and December earnings were $161,- 
000,000 in 1948, and $156,000,000 in 1947. 


The railroads’ charges have already been 
increased to a point which may well en- 
danger our industrial and agricultural econ- 
omy. Higher rates are not necessary to 
enable the carriers to furnish adequate 
service consistent with their obligations un- 
der our national transportation policy.

He has 
been accused of setting up a sa- 
trapy and fixing his own policy 
which today, it is charged, aims at 
creating in Japan a base for mak- 
ing war on Russian Communism. 

MacArthur’s admirers are fer- 
vent to the point of idolatry, 
taking his purple prose as gospel. 
In his fair and careful book, 
“MacArthur’s Japan,” Russell 
Brines of the Associated Press 
tells how the General's aides in 
Japan try to shelter him from un- 
pleasant news. The picture is of 
a man living in a world pretty 
well removed from the clashes 
and conflicts of actuality both in 
Japan and this country. 

The General has not visited the 
continental United States since 
1937. That is a very long time in 
terms of what has happened, If 
MacArthur is critical of United 
States policy in the Far East, as 
has been reported, then it is im- 
portant to get his views on the 
record.

That 
is to say she is not living on char- 
ity. Her people are producing 
nearly as much as they consume. 
But, as the $1,200,000,000 deficit 
shows, she does not have financial 
independence. Moreover, 
she has hopes of coming near fi- 
nancial independence during the 
life of ECA, the statistical esti- 
mates on which the hope is found- 
ed are known and are admitted to 
be optimistic.

“Marseille,” a powerful middle- 
period view of the French harbor, 
the City Art Museum’s contribu- 
tion to the traveling show, and 
she called particular attention to 
“The Tempest.” This, the largest 
canvas in the group, is lent by the 
Kunstmuseum, Basel, Switzerland. 

Plaut has pronounced this paint- 
ing “by all odds Kokoschka’s larg- 
est and most ambitious work, one 
of the monuments of Expression- 
isn.” Finished in 1914, the picture 
is usually considered to show an 
awareness of impending world 
cataclysm. It represents a pair of 
lovers in swirling mists. Plaut 
has written in the catalogue to 
the show that the painting “syn- 
thesizes the romantic and realist 
tendencies that are parallel strains 
in Kokoschka’s art.” 


“Portrait of Masaryk” strikingly 
illustrates the plastic qualities of 
the artists’s work in the 1920s, in 
Plaut’s opinion. He describes “The 
Matterhorn,” a recent painting, as 
full of “vibrant emotion and ma- 
jestic sweep.” 

The collection ranges from early 
linear psychological portraits in 
subdued palette to symbolical com- 
positions and landscapes in which 
increasingly high-keyed color is 
used for emotional expression. 

The show in general is marked 
by the intensity, directness and 
rugged form toward which much 
modern art, authorities say, is 
struggling. Contrast with some 
of the characteristics of the great 
art of the past is afforded by the 
museum’s arrangement of 20 pic- 
tures from its permanent collec- 
tion, paintings by the same artists 
as were represented in the recent 
showing of the Berlin master- 
pieces here. Both displays will 
end March 21.—H.D.

WASHINGTON, March 1 (AP) 
—The United States Commissioner 
of Narcotics says that illegal traf- 
fic in the drug marijuana has in- 


~| creased, “particularly among the 


young people.” 

The commissioner, H. J. Ausling- 
er, made his report in testimony 
on the Treasury Department’s new 
appropriation bill. It was made 
public today by the House Appro- 
priations Committee. The commit- 
tee recommended the full $1,560,000 
asked for the Bureau of Narcotics. 

We have been running into a 
lot of traffic among these jazz 
musicians, and I am not speaking 
about the good musicians, but the 
jazz type,” Anslinger said. 

In North Carolina, he said, an

By Capt. A. H. Bogardus, 
Wing Shot Champion of the World 

N my time I have bred and 
| broken many dogs for the 

sports of the field, and always 
with a view to simple utility in the 
field. I think I ‘have had some 


of the best dogs that a man ever 
shot over, and my system of break- 
ing has always answered my pur- 
pose well; but I do not pretend 
to be a dog-breaker in regard to 
the particulars which many sports- 
men hold to be necessary, but 
which I do not regard as essential 
in the light of my own experience. 

Therefore what I am about to 
say on this point is more for those 
who keep a dog or two of their 
own than for adepts in breaking 
dogs, or gentlemen who can af- 
ford to pay high prices in order 
to secure the results of high edu- 
cation in their pointers and set- 
ters. I propose to state on this 
subject what I know, and to men- 
tion some few facts in regard to 
dogs which I have bred, broken 
and shot over which may serve to 
point the matter. 

For the prairie country, where, 
as I believe, the best shooting 
within a thousand miles of the 
Atlantic seaboard is to be had, the 
setter is probably to be preferred. 
There are, however, several 
weighty matters which tell in favor 
of the pointer. The latter stands 
heat better than the setter, and 
there are many hot days in Sep- 
tember, and even in October. 


Thin Skin Handicap. 

Some think the pointer stands 
thirst better than the setter, but 
the truth is that both want water 
every hour and a half or two 
hours. 

The defects of the pointer for 
the prairie are his thin skin and 
tender feet. In the fall of the year 
the prairie grass has a beard 


who know their business. Setters 
take to retrieving in water much 
better than pointers, and on the 
whole, as I remarked — the 
setter is the best dog for our part 
of the country, When the skin of 
the pointer is cut by the prairie 
grass and rough weeds, and the 
tops of his toes are raw, he comes 
out in the moarning so stiff and 
sore that he is hardly able to 
hobble along at first. The dog’s 
ambition carries him on, however, 
and he gets more limber after a 
while. But even then the flies 
settle on the sores and annoy him 
very much. 

When Miles Johnson came out 
to Illinois to shoot with me, he 
had four as nice pointers as I 
ever saw, while I had one cross- 
bred dog between the pointer and 
the setter which he said did not 
look to be worth $10. But the 
pointers, though used by turns, 
soon got sore and, in order to 
make frequent changes, he had to 
take them out when they were 
hardly fit to go. My cross-bred 
dog; on the contrary, was at work 
every day and never tires, so that 
Miles said many gentlemen in the 
East, if they saw his style of hunt- 
ing, his staunchness, and the game 
and bottom he displayed, would 
give $500 for him. 

I have used cross-bred dogs for. 
years, and for the Western coun- 
try, all sorts of work — 5 the field 
or cover, long days and many 
in succession, I hold them to be 
the best of dogs. It makes no 
difference, that I could ever see, 
which side the pointer blood was, 
though some have a theory that it 
does. Nor does it matter what 
the colors of the parents are. 
From a black setter d 
white pointer female, I bred a 
litter of liver-eolored pups which 
became first-rate tte dogs. *

Do your shooting in a pair of 
new boots, and the toes will be 
cut through in about 10 days or 
a fortnight, or in less time, if 
you go into the dry grass much 
while the leather is still wet. Con- 
sequently, ‘as the ‘skin of the 
pointer is not protected by a thick 
coat of wiry hair, like that of the 
best and hardiest setters, it is cut 
on the legs, flanks, sides and the 
inside of the thighs. The feet are 
also cut and lamed. 

On the other hand, the long, 
thick coat of the setter gets full 
of cockleburs in those old fields 
in which game is often found, and 
they cause him a vast amount of 
trouble and annoyance. About 
one fourth of the time in such 
fields the setter is trying to free 
himself from the burrs. 

Sportsmen who shoot over set- 
ters should always take care that 
they are freed from burrs in the 
evening. If they do not, their dogs 
will be miserable all night, and 
not fit for use in the morning, 
when the prime of the sport is to 
be had. I have had capital setters, 
and I must say that I have had 
and seen pointers in the field 
which were equally good, subject 
to the drawbacks I have men- 
tioned above in regard to each.

It was opening day on trout in 


the’ state-managed waters of Ben- 
nett Springs, Roaring River and 
Montauk State Parks, nestling in 
the Ozark hills, and the lure of 
the flashing game fish drew big 
crowds eager for those first 
catches. 

Unlike a year ago, the weather- 
man was more co-operative today. 
Sikes were cloudy, but there was 
no rain, such as marred the open- 


ing in 1948. 


Temperatures were down 
around 30 and water was freezing 
on the lines, but that didn’t 
dampen the enthusiasm of the 
fishermen. 

The snappy air was tangy with 
the aroma of blackjack oak and 
hickory fires in the park cabins 
as the anglers awaited the siren 
that sounded the opening of the 
season. 

Stand Elbow to Elbow. 

It took only 20 seconds for the 
first catch to be made at Bennett 
Springs, near Lebanon, Mo. 

Clarence Utsler of Independence, 
Mo., hooked a one and three 
fourth pound trout on a fly and 
promptly became the envy of hun- 
dreds of anglers, elbow to elbow 
along the banks. 

Within a minute as ter the siren 
sounded, three others had made 
catches. 

Andy Manners of Sugar Creek, 
Mo., fishing with Mike Onka and 
Jimmy Lafay, both of Sugar Creek, 
landed a one-pounder, using a fly. 
Jack L. Blair and F. W. Lyons, 
both of Windyville, Mo., caught 
“small ones” on flies, too. 

More than 750 tags had been 
sold when the season was opened 
officially at 6:30 a.m. at Bennett

The state 
had co-operated to make it a fine 
day by planting big crops for the 
game fish. : 

At Roaring River, near Cass- 
ville in Barry county, Richard 
Stamps, new superintendent, said 
he expected a crowd of about 4000. 
The park has-been improved, with 
concrete slabs, steps and dams in 
and around the stream, both to 
help the anglers and to provide 
better living conditions for the 
trout. 

At Montauk, a beautiful state

its output to a rate of 96,000

| Much of the increase in produc- 
tion would have taken place if

HE Committee of the First 
Amendment developed some 
inner discord when, during & 
press conference (we provided our 
caucus room for it), some of its 
members were a bit vague as to 
what the First Amendment of the 
Constitution was.

ANY players have the idea 

that if they double the oppo- 

nents, no matter what the cir- 
cumstances are, they are taking 
an irrevocable action, perhaps en- 
tirely on their own responsibility, 
and if their judgment goes wrong, 
they are quite prepared for and 
reconciled to a “blast” from part- 
ner. 
The fact is, however, that there 
is a tremendous range in what 
(for want of a better term) I shall 
call the “positiveness” of penalty 
doubles. Under certain circum- 
stances the doubler implies that 
he does not need any co-operation 
whatsoever from his partner; but 
under other circumstances the 
double is obviously a _ tentative 
action which does invite or even 
demands the partner’s approval 
in the form of a leave-in. Let’s 
look at an actual deal: 

South, dealer.

South lost two heart tricks, one 
club and two diamonds and thus 
suffered a 100-point defeat.

ple.

My guess is 
that there will be both types... 
' McDonnell stopped abruptly and 
composed himself. “Whew!” he 
said with a smile, “you got me 
going. It’s very seldom that I let 
anyone get me started on that.” 

We pulled ourselves back to 
earth and he became again Mc- 
Donnell the engineer, a short, 
round-faced man with a blunt 
nose, a wide, smiling mouth, and 
a receding hair line—in short, the 
man who has been described as 
having a mind like a slide rule. 

He has also been described as 
being cagey about himself and his 
company, but this, it develops, is 
because never until now has he 
felt that the business had reached 

state of permanence and sta- 
bility which would justify his 
talking about it. 

Today the McDonnell company 
is in the big time. In its 10 years 
it has done close to $100,000,000 
worth of business. Last month the 
company won a $1,000,000 experi- 
mental order from the Govern- 
ment for a secret design, advance 
type plane. If the Government 
likes what McDonnell designs it 
will put up money for two real 
planes. If they succeed in tests, 
a production contract will follow. 


McDonnell’s 10 years in St. 
Louis is proof that free enterprise 
is not dead—providing you have 
the specialized knowledge, the de- 
termination and the fortitude 
which McDonnell posseses. It is 
true, he acknowledges, that the 
chief asset when he came to St. 
Louis in 1939 was a brief case 
full of ideas, but it is not true, 
as the story would seem to sug- 
gest, that he was broke and vir- 
tually barefoot. 

Behind him were 20 years spent 
in preparing himself for the day 
when he would head up just such 
a company as he has today. “All 
my life, from the time I decided 
on aviation a career, I have 
been deliberately studying and 
planning so that I would be. quali- 
fied to head my own company. 
The only thing significant about 
the year 1939 is that I was then 
40 years old and I decided that 
the time had come.” 

The years of preparation started 
in Denver, where he was born, 
took in Little Rock, Ark., Where 
-he spent most of his boyhood and 
picked up a hill twang that lin- 
gers even today, and then to 
Princeton where he majored in 
physies to lay the groundwork for 
aeronautical engineering. That 
was in 1921, so it isn’t surprising 
that Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology had the only course 
in in the subject. Mc- 
Donnell was one of a class of four. 
One of the four was a Chinese. 
Today he is Maj. Gen. Chien, chief 
of aviation development and re- 
search in China. 

After M. I. T., McDonnell went to 
the Army Air Corps flying school. 

Between 1924 and 1928 he worked 
for three different plane makers, 
the last being the Hamilton Metal- 
plane Co., where he conceived a 
plane called the Doodlebug, which 
he hoped would bring flying with- 
in the reach of the average man. 
In 1928 the engineering company 
of J. S. McDonnell & Co. was 
formed to build the Doodlebug. 
Operating on a shoestring, the 
company turned out one plane, 
which was entered in the Guggen- 
heim Safe * competition. 

* 


N preliminary tests the Doo- 
| dlebug had come up to expec- 
tations, It was highly Maneuv- 
erable and could take off and land 
in a small space. But on a subse- 
quent test, with McDonnell at the 
stick, the horizontal stabilizer 
failed during a dive. McDonnell 
sweated out a landing, but wing 
and landing gear were damaged. 
Working a top speed, they got 
the plane in shape for the compe- 
tition, and McDonnell took off one 
freezing night to fly it from Mil- 
waukee to New York, During the 
flight the engine “swarmed,” 
throwing parts all over the coun- 
tryside. McDonnell managed a 
landing in a sMall clearing and 
escaped without serious injury. 
That ended the Guggenheim con- 
test for McDonnell and the de- 
pression, soon after, ended the 
Doodlebug. 

From 1930 to 1933, McDonnell 
was with the Airtransport Engi- 
neering Corp. and the Great Lakes 
Aircraft Corp. Then he went to 
the Glenn L. Martin Co. where he 
rose to the job of chief project 
engineer of land planes. There he 
remained until 1939.

1948 the company received a Con- 
tract to build 179 Banshees, the 
Navy’s most powerful fighter.
